Yet to day the Minneso ta iro n industry is dy ing o n its feet. 
Mines that sho uld be o pen, are clo sed. 
Kange to wns that sho uld 
be bo o ming, are dwindling. 
Co mmunities that sho uld be pro s­ 
pero us, are watching a gradual shrinkage o f the pay ro lls that 
keep them alive. 
No t o nly that, but there is a gro wing danger 
that the industry will go clear to po t, o nce the o perating co mpa­ 
nies finish skimming the remaining cream fro m the richer de­ 
po sits. 
Minneso ta has lieen strangling, in a no o se o f taxatio n, the 
go o se that lay s the go lden eggs. 
Seeking to save fo r public uses 
the public’s due share o f the heritage o f wealth that nature so 
lavishly spread thro ugh the No rth co untry , Minneso ta is in dan­ 
ger o f making that heritage well nigh wo rthless. No industry can 
lo ng survive, when taxes make up half its co st o f do ing business. 
Yet that is w hat Minneso ta ha« been exacting o f the iro n o re in­ 
dustry . 
There is no questio n of* Minneso ta’s mo ral right to seize by 
luxatio n fro m wealth that co mes o ut o f the gro und in the fo rm o f 
ro n, a greater share than fro m the wealth that co mes o ut o f the 
gro und in the fo rm o f cro ps. 
The principle underly ing recapture 
o f a part o f a great natural reso urce, is so und eno ugh. But it has 
been o verwo rked. Tax has been piled upo n tax, until the industry 
is threatened with extinctio n. 
In the day s when there existed no means fo r the State to levy 
o n the o utput o f o re, there was devised tin* alternative metho d o f 
assessing o re in the gro und at a higher percentage o f its true 
value than any o ther pro perty in Minneso ta. 
And the 
a d va lo rem 
tax levied o n this o nero us assessment is repeated and repeated, 
y ear after y ear. 
Thus a man unfo rtunate eno ugh to have o ne 
fo und under his land, is rather likely to sec that land, and that 
o re, so ld fo r taxes. 
Came inter the o ccupatio n tax, fo r the benefit o f the State at 
large. 
Also fo r the benefit o f the State at large, the ro y alty tax, 
o riginally intended to catch the o re o wner, but passed o n to the 
leasing o perato r, alo ng with all the rest o f the o re o wner’s taxes. 
So the o perato r no w pay s lo cal taxes o n the o re in the gro und 
o ut o f all pro po rtio n to its value, 
lie pay s a fixed ro y alty to the 
o re o wner fo r every to n taken o ut. 
He pay s the State a six per 
cent tax o n these ro y alties. 
If. after pay ing these taxes and ro y ­ 
alties. and his o perating expenses, he has any thing left, the State 
takes six per cent o f that as his o ccupatio n tax. 
On the sadly 
diminished remainder, the Federal Go vernment co llects an inco me 
tax. 
Any wo nder, then, that the o perato r is hurriedly stripping 
o ut the richest o re, preparato ry to clo sing up sho p, when this is 
go ne? 
Co llapse o f the o re industry wo uld lie a catastro phe fo r bo th 
the Range co untry and the State at large. 
Yet the o re industry 
is plainly headed fo r co llapse, unless its tax burden is lightened 
The lio n’s share o f the ml va lo rem tax mo ney go es to the 
Range co mmunities, which spend it freely and o ften fo o lishly 
So tax relief can best be applied at th at end o f the line. 
The ¡n o 
ca p ita limit o n municipal spendings, fixed a few y ears ago at .$100 
fo r municipalities and $00 fo r scho o ls, was set to o high. 
It sho ulc 
be reduced still further. 
But equally impo rtant and necessary is the reductio n o f tin 
assessment rate o n o re in the gro und. 
Befo re the ro y alty and o c­ 
cupatio n taxes were laid, there may have been an excuse fo r as­ 
sessing o re bo dies at fifty per eeiii o f their actual value, in co n 
trast with the lo wer percentages enjo y ed by all o ther kinds 
pro perty . 
That excuse no lo nger exists. 
Unmined o re, against 
which an a d va lo rem 
tax is levied y ear after y ear until its value 
is eaten up, sho uld be assessed at no greater percentage o f its rea 
, wo rth than platted real estate, which gets a valuatio n o f fo rty 
per cent. 
Quite po ssibly * the figure sho uld be cut further still, t< 
thirty -three and o ne-third per cent, the rate enjo y ed by unplatted 
real estate. 
G ranting this urgently needed relief, will be no act o f benev­ 
o lence o n the part o f MMinnesota. The State vitally needs a thriv­ 
ing o re industry . 
But the industry canno t thrive, if the State in­ 
sists o n cho king it to death with a tax no o se.

The world is using-more iron today than ever before in its 
history, says the Minneapolis Journal. 
The greatest readily accessible deposits of iron pre on earth 
are right here in Minnesota. 
Yet today the Minnesota iron industry is dying on its feet. 
Mines that should be open, are closed. 
Range towns that should 
be booming, are dwindling. 
Communities that should be pros 
perous, are watching a gradual shrinkage of the pay rolls that 
keep them alive. 
Not only that, but there is a growing danger 
that the industry will go clear to pot, once the operating compa­ 
nies finish skimming the remaining cream from the richer de­ 
posits. 
Minnesota has been strangling, in a noose of taxation, the 
goose that lays the golden eggs. 
Seeking to save for public uses 
the public’s due share of the heritage of wealth that nature so 
lavishly spread through the North country, Minnesota is in dan 
ger of making that heritage well nigh worthless. No industry can 
long survive, when taxes make up half its cost of doing business 
Yet that is what Minnesota has been exacting of the iron ore in­ 
dustry. 
There is no question of' Minnesota’s moral r ight to seize by 
taxation from wealth that comes out of the ground in the form of 
■ ron, a greater share than from the wealth that comes out of the 
ground in the form of crops. The principle underlying recapture 
of a part of a great natural resource, is sound enough. Rut it has 
been overworked. Tax has been piled upon tax, until the industry 
is threatened with extinction. 
In the days when there existed no means for t he State to levy 
on the output of ore, there was devised the alternative method of 
assessing ore in the ground at a higher percentage of its true 
value than any other property in Minnesota. And the ad valorem 
tax levied on this onerous assessment is repeated and repeated, 
year after year. 
Thus a man unfortunate enough to have one 
found under his land, is rather likely to see that land, and that 
ore, sold for taxes. 
Came later the occupation tax, for the benefit of the State at 
large. 
Also for the benefit of the State at large, the royalty tax, 
originally intended to catch the ore owner, but passed on to the 
leasing operator, along with all the rest of the ore owner’s taxes. 
So the operator now pays local taxes on the ore in the ground 
out of all proportion to its value. 
He pays a fixed royalty to the 
ore owner for every ton taken out. 
He pays the State a six per 
cent tax on these royalties. If, after paying these taxes and roy­ 
alties, and his operating expenses, he has anything left, the State 
takes six per cent of that .as his occupation tax. 
On the sadly 
diminished remainder, the Federal Government Collects an income 
tax. 
Any wonder, then, that the operator is hurriedly stripping 
out the richest ore, preparatory to closing up shop, when this is 
gone ? 
Collapse of the ore industry would be a catastrophe for both 
the Range country and the State at large. 
Yet the ore industry 
is plainly headed for collapse, unless its tax burden is lightened. 
The lion’s share of tile ad valorem tax money goes to the 
Range communities, which spend it freely and often foolishly. 
So tax relief can best be applied at that end of the line. The per 
capita limit on municipal spendings, fixed a few years ago at $ 1 0 0 
for municipalities and $G0 for schools, was set too high. It should 
be reduced still further. 
But equally important and necessary is the reduction of the 
assessment rate on ore in the ground. 
Before the royalty and oc­ 
cupation ta-xes were laid, there may have been an excuse for as­ 
sessing ore bodies at fifty per cent of their actual value, in con­ 
trast with the lower percentages enjoyed by all other kinds of 
property. 
That excuse no longer exists. 
Unnamed ore, against 
which an ad valorem tax is levied year after year until its value 
is eaten up, should be assessed a1 no greater percentage of its real 
worth than platted real estate, which gets a valuation of forty 
per cent. 
Quite possibly* the figure should be cut further still, to 
ihirty-three and one-third per cent, the rate enjoyed by unplatted 
real estate. 
Granting this urgently needed relief, will be no act of benev­ 
olence on the part of Minnnesota. The State vitally needs a thriv­ 
ing ore industry. But the industry cannot thrive,"if the State in­ 
sists on choking it to death with a tax noose.
